Bieak economic future in the third world

Most Americans rarely think about the 
economics of Third World countries Few people 
even knew where El Salvador, Nicaragua or Angola 
were until military confrontations occurred in those 
countries If people want to understand the reasons 
behind many revolutions. they will have to look 
closely at the economic problems many emerging 
nations face 

Notre Dame University Economics Professor 
Tetten Kofi recently gave a lecture at CSUS on the 





economies of Third World countries, with an 
especial emphasis on West African economics Kofi
